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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 8, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yanagawase et al (6240716). 

Yanagawase teaches a double covered yarn comprising a core spandex yarn, a first yarn 
covering wrapped in either the Z or S direction of a nylon filament yarn, and a second yarn 
wrapped around the first yarn in the opposite direction (Abstract; Column 2 lines 24-25). 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2 and 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yanagawase et al. 

Yanagawase essentially teaches the invention as detailed above, including the use of a 
spandex core, but fails to specifically teach 520 denier polyurethane yarn as the core. It would 
have been obvious, however, to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was 
made, to have utilized such a well known a well known variety of his already understood core 
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material, dependent on availability and cost. The ordinarily skilled artisan understands that 
Yanagawase requires a spandex core, and given the myriad of spandex materials, would have 
known to use the 520 denier polyurethane. Likewise with the use of a high speed textured nylon 
yarn. Yanagawase teaches the use of nylon yarn, and given the myriad of nylons available, 
would have known which to use given availability and costs. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 14 October 2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Yanagawase cannot teach the invention as claimed because 
Yanagawase fails to disclose that either of the two sheath yarns may be made up of a 
polypropylene yarn. Examiner STRONGLY disagrees as there is absolutely no requirement that 
either of the sheath yarns be made of polypropylene. While Applicant teaches that they may be 
made of such a material, it is NOT a requirement.
